Fourth—Cardiacs should be studied and 
then assigned to the kind of work for 


which each is fitted and then especially -

Cardiacs are divided tmto those with 
organic heart disease and those with 
functional trouble but without organic 
defect. From the standpoint of employ- 
ment, she divides cardiacs into five 
groups: (a) Abie to carry on usual ac- 
tivities; (b) able to carry on slightly 
curtailed activity ; and down to (e), those 
unable to carry on any activity without 
distress.

Warts, on the other hand, are neither 
birthmarks nor are they, except.in the 
rarest instances, apt. to develop into 
dangerous growths. Unless situated in 
locations where they are exposed to 
injury, they give no trouble. They are 
probably caused by a micro-organism 
of low virulence which invades the 
skin. The bacteria are very mildly 
contagious, but are spread from one 
part of the body to another by the 
individual. 

Because of the pecular spontaneous 
healing characteristic of innm erable 
cases there are any number of supersti- 
tious methods of treatment for them. 
Destroying them with strong mineral 
acids or other strong acids is ‘not rec- 
ommended because of the painful and 
troublesome accidents that frequently 
ensue.

This was one of the cases in which 
the department of commerce hoped 
definitely to ascertain its powers under 
the old radio law. The Intercity com- 
pany of New York City was charged 
with ‘interfering with other radiocast- 
ing stations and as a result the secre- 
tary of commerce refused to renew the 
license of the firm. 

Subsequently the case was taken 
into both the Supreme court and the 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbie, and both courts overruled 
the sécretary and ordered that he 
igsue the license.
